Says  STC  Must  Enlarge  to 
Meet  Greater  Demands.

The  Northwest  Missouri  State  Tea¬ 
chers  College  at  Maryville  has  been 
recommended  for  $2,037,000  for  a  30 
to  20  year  building  program  by  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  University 
of  Missouri  in  its  request  to  tlio 
state  for  money  for  the  building 
program  of  all  of  the  state  educa¬ 
tional  institutions.  The  recommended 
sum  is  thought  to  be  the  minimum 
amount  that  will  fit  this  college  to 
meet  the  “certainly  increasing  de¬ 
mands  of  the  next  few  years  when 
men  and  women  from  the  armed 
services  and  from  industry  will  re¬ 
turn  to  collego  and  for  the  years 
following  when  the  normal  flow  of 
students  from  high  schools  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  increase.” 

This  Board  of  Visitors  is  a  statu¬ 
tory  committee  which  normally  in¬ 
spects  only  the  state  university ;  but 
Governor  Forrest  Donnell  directed  it 
to  study  the  needs  of  the  other  state 
schools  and  to  make  a  combined 
report.  The  committee  headed  by 
A.  P.  Green,  Sr.,  of  Mexico,  has  as 
its  other  members  Wilber  A.  Cocliel 
of  Kansas  City,  D.  Howard  Doane  of 
St.  Louis,  A.  Frank  Ridgeway  of 
Columbia,  and  Allen  L.  Oliver  of 
Cape  Girardeau. 

The  Board  of  Visitors,  working

“It  will  be  swell  to  get  back  to 
Maryville  again,”  writes  Aviation 
Cadet  Matthew  Roberts,  “and  you  can 
quote  me  on  that!’’  Tlio  former  stu¬ 
dent  is  at  tlio  Kingman  Army  Air 
Field,  Kingman,  Ariz.,  where  he 
thinks  the  army  experience  is  wonder¬ 
ful  for  a  fellow  of  his  age;  but  he 
regrets  that  his  college  education  has 
to  be  retarded  and  says  that  he  is 
“anxious  to  got  back  to  college  once 
again.” 

“I  missed  my  degree  by  a  few 
hours,  but  I’m  still  going  to  complete 
it  when  I  return,"  says  Pvt.  Herman 
McClanalian,  writing  from  Italy.  He 
mentions  his  classmates  who  left  for 
service  with  him  and  says,  “They 
wore  all  grand  fellows,  and  I  hope  to 
be  back  with  them  at  STO  one  of 
these  days.” 

Eldon  Lawson,  former  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Northwest  Missourian, 
writes:  “I  am  extremely  anxious  to 
return  to  college,  And  I  plan  to  do 
so  as  soon  as  I’m  free  after  the  war.”

507  Japanese  planes  in  the  air  and 
on  the  ground,  sank  09  ships,  probably 
sank  27,  and  damaged  88. 

Tlio  air  group  was  in  the  second 
battle  of  the  Philippine  Sens,  and 
made  many  strikes  on  islands  in 
that  area.
